It is well known that on this and 
neighboring planets the seasons are twice as 
long as with us, lasting nearly six 
mouths instead of three. The present op- 
position of Mars comes nine weeks before the 
summer solstice of the southern hemisphere, 
and, as in 1877, the canals appear simple, and 
Schiavarelli, who discovered them, was care- 
ful to warn astronomers of what would hap- 
pen this year. Here js what he wrote in 
March, 1889 : 

“Tt will not be long before these conjectures 
are verified, as an opportunity will present 
itself in 1892. The opposition in that year 
will take place under almost the same condi- 
tions as that of 1877, and a total absence of 
germinations must be expected.” It is evi- 
dent that our knowledge of Mars is becoming 
precise, and doubtiess we shall soon know 
more of that pianet’s meteorology than of the 
earth’s.

Francis Galton Talks of a Pian to Send a 
Beam of Light. 

Lonpos, Aug. 6—Mr. Francis Galton, F. 
R. S., F. G. S., Chairman of the com- 
mittee in charge of the Kew Observa- 
tory, has written a letter relative to a 
scheme for establishing communication be- 
tween Mars and the earth. Mr. Galton. de- 
clares that a beam of sunlight reflected 
through a hole one-tenth of an inch square in 
a plate in front of a mirror would 
be juat distinctly seen as a 
faint glint at a distance of ten 
miles. The amount of the fog and haze 
which a beam of light would traverse between 
the earth and Mars when the latter is high 
above the horizon, Mr. Galton says, could 
not exceed that along an earthly ten 
mile base. Therefore, the same pro- 
portion between the size of the miir-

Mrs. Mary T. Hill Willard was born Jan. 8, 
1805, in Danville, Vt. Her father, John Hill, 
was a native of Massachusetts, but moved to 
Vermont when that State was a wilderness. 
In the winter of 1815, he removed to Orange 
County, N. I., where he settled upon one of 
its fertile farms, and by his thrift was highly 
successful. 

Mary Hill taught school from the age of 15 
to 27. In 1882 she was married to J. F. Will 
ard. Afterthe birth of three children both 
Mr. and Mrs. Willard took the full collegiate 
course at Oberlin Cotlege, Ohio. When they 
had graduated, about 1840, they went in the 
tare wagons called prairie schooners 
to Wisconsin and began pioneer life on a 
farm near Janesville. Their industry soon 
made their farm the finest in ‘the county. 
Their one aim was to give their children a lib- 
eral „ and in 1858 they went to 
Evanston for that purpose, There Frances E. 
Willard graduated from the Northwestern 
University in 1859, but her sister, Mary, died 
before she had completed thé ¢ourse. Mrs. 
Willard’s husband died in Evanston in 1868, 
‘and her son, Oliver, later. She left only one 
child, her daughter, Frances, the President of 
Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union and of the National Woman’ s Christian 
Temperance Union.

WILL TRANSFER THEIR ENTIRE HERDS. 


Cattlemen Threaten to Sign Over to the 
Indians—Troops Clearing the Strip. 

Entp, I. T., Aug. 6.—[Special.}—The lead- 
ing cattle owners say they will sign their stock 
over to the Cherokee Indians before they will 
suffer the severe loss in making the long drive 
to Western Texas. In view of the fact that 
the Cherokee nation and barons 
are not now on the best of terms it is 
a matter of conjecture whether this can bedone. 
A leading ¢attleman said today that he would 
not have the least hesitancy or manifest any 
anxiety in signing his 60,000 head of cattle to 
Jake Guthrie. The Creigan Cattle company 
and Quinlan and Garlan have more than 
100,000 head between Pond Creek and the 
Osage country, and unless they are removed 
by Monday night they will be taken in charge 
by the troops and the vast herds removed to 
the Pan Handle. 

A rumor is current today that Senator 
Charlie Moore, with a band of twenty-seven 
braves from Tahlequah, is en route to the 
strip for the purpose of cutting every wire 
fer ce between the Santa Fé and Rock Island. 
It is claimed that this is the Cherokee retalia- 
tion against the herders because the latter re- 
fused to pay the annual pdsturage rental. As 
these men are all Indian police the soldiers will 
be powerless to prevent the destruction of the 
wire fences if the Indians are determined to 
fullow up their threats. 

The prairie fires gare still burning, and it is 
only a question of a few days when all the 

rass between the two roads will be burned. 

f the drought and hot weather continue there 
will be no more grazing down in that section 
this fall. The troops are pushing everything 
in front of them, and the same treatment is 
accorded a ** sooner ’’ camp that is meted out 
to a herd of cattle. The officers say that they 
will have the country between the Rock 
Island and Santa Fé tracks cleared by Thurs- 
day, and then their march will be directed to- 
wards the Pan-Handle. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Aug. 6.—[Special.]— 
“Orders were issued some time ago,“ re- 
marked Secretary Noble, “that ali cattle 
owners, cattlemen, and cattle should be 

driven off the Cherokee Strip in the Indian 
Territory. These orders were communicated 
to the military authorities, who were charged 
with their execution, and thus far I have not 
heard that they have been disobeyed. 

“ When first issued there was some question 
as to the rights of certain ple to remain in 
the strip, but that there might be no charges 
of favoritism whatever officers of the army 
were charged to see no person or animal 
remained inthe disputed territory. What- 
ever is being done now is under instructions 
from the Secretary of War, for the matter was 
turned. over to him after a full conference on 
the subject at the White House. 

“It is the intention of the President to 
enforce the laws regarding the Cherokee Strip 
to the letter, and the probabilities are that 
there will be few complaints in the future 
except from interested individuals who want 
their cattle to grazeon these lands. There 
will be no further proclamation, for none is

MICHIGAN DEMOCRATS SUFFER 


IGNOMINIOUS DEFEAT, 


Their Proposed Legisjative Gerrymander 
Never Sees the Light of Day—The Re- 
publicans Cleverly Outgeneral Them 
and Will Regain All Lost Gronnd—New 
York’s Reapportionment Act Is Held to 
Be Unconstitational—Blaine Will Speak 

tor Senator Hale. . 

Lansinc, Mich., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—The 
special session of the Michigan Legislature 
came to an end this evening, and Chairman 
Campau and Secretary Hosford of the Demo- 
cratic State Central committee, who have 
been doing the dictator for the last three 
days, together with the Democratic members 
of the Legislature, ate tonight returning to 
their homes utterly routed and discouraged. 
They came armed with grossly partisan bills 
which were prepared ig the Committee-rooms 
at Detroit, and which, they openly declared 
would be rushed th by tonight, but so 
far as the Legislaturé is concerned these bills 
never saw daylight. 4 

The skillful parliamentary tactics followed 
by the Republicans promised to thwart the 
passage of any bili before Tuesday night, 
when atwo-thirds vote would be necessary and 
the Republicans could dictate terms, for not- 
withstanding the grossly unjust and partisan 
rulings of President Stroug of the Senate, the 
Republicans were victors in the parliamentary 
battle at every onslaught. 5 | 

The confident calculations of the Democrats 


were, however, most completely upset by the 


defection of Senator Holbomb of the Twenty- 
seventh District, who today ill persisted in 
voting with the Republicans, leaving his for- 
mer fellow-partisans with but sixteen votes, 
one less than they needed to pass their bills. 

This condition was considered all last night, 
while every effort was made ta bring Holcomb 
to terms, but without success, and at noon to- 
day the Democrats reluctantly joined the Re- 
publican members of Apportionment 
Committee in recom the passage of a 
Senatorial apportionment bill introduced by 
Senator Brown of Mon N 

After dinner this bill placed upon its 
immediate passage, under a suspension of the 
rules, and passed by a vote of to 3. By an 
agreement among the traders it was im mediate- 
ly sent to the House, and passed with but ten 
dissenting votes. 

The House Scheme Also Fails. 

In the House thus morning an attempt was 
made by the Democrats to instruct Com- 
mittee on Apportionment to report a bill pro- 
viding for but sixty-four Representatives, 
which is the constitutional minimum. 

This lopping off of thirty-six members 
would deprive the rural districts where the 
Republican vote lies of a great share of its 
present representation ahd insure a greater 
Democratic representation by throwing a city

DECLARES IT UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 


Republicans Win the First Round in the 
New York Reapportionment Fight. 

New York, Aug. 6.—{Special.|—William 
A. Sutherland, who has charge of the Repub- 
lican contest against the legality of the recent 
apportionment act, has won the first move in 
the proceedings, in Judge Rumsey’s decision in 
the Monroe County case that the act is uncon- 
stitutional by reason of the unfairness of ap- 
portionment in different Assembly and Senate 
districts. 

Many Republicans would, have preferred to 
have had the decision based on the unconsti- 
tutionality of an enumeration made seven 
years after the time set in the Constitution, but 
it is conceded on all sides that the decision is 
a great point gained by the Republicans. It 
is doubtful if a final decision in the Court of 
Appeals wil] be had in time to affect the elec- 
tion in Nuvember. 

As an evidence of the standing of the Court 
of Appeals in Democratic estimation ail the 
leaders of that party express themselves as 
satisfied that the court, having a Democratic 
majority, will uphoid the law, despite the de- 
cision of Judge Rumsey, or of general 
term if it is to the same effect. A prominent 
lawyer said that Justice Rumsey’s decision 
had raised endless complications. 

According to the law the Secretary of 
State must send out these noticés before Sept. 
1. It is next to impossible that even with a 
special session of the Court of Appeals the 
question raised by Justice Rumsey can be set- 
tled before that date. Will the exigency of 
the case warrant the delay in sending out 
the notices until the special session of the 
Court of Appeals decides the matter? On the 
other hand, sup he sends out the notices 
in accordance with the reapportionment, and 
then suppose the Court of Appeals in special 
session uphoids Justice Rumsey’s decision 
that the reapportionment is unconstitutional?” 

What course would you advise to extri- 
cate the Secretary of State from his predica- 
ment? 

** Well, ‘the question is too important to de- 
cide offhand, but so far as I can see now the 
safest thing for him to do would be to issue 
two sets of notices, one set in accordance 
with the old apportionment and the other in 
accordance with the reapportionment.”

Secretary Charles Foster Opens the Ohio 
Campaign at Vermillioa, 

Vermiztiion, O., Aug. 6—An immense 
throng of people cheered themselves hgarse 
this afternoon at Linwood Grove. It was 
virtually the opening of the national campaign 
of 1892 in Ohio for the Republicans and tlie en-

In the national 
bank system we have one res ing power 
which has shown that in nearly thirty years of 
their existence not a single dollar has been

The costliness. of election petitions prevents 
cohtests from ‘being: instituted in numerous 
places where proof is abundant, but petitions 
have been lodged against Balfour in East 
Manchester and in three or four other bor- 
oughs where the evidence of the brewer’s 
interference is overwhelming.

Even the policemen who guard the approaches 
to St. Stephens may sometimes be caught 
winking furtively at each other as some newly- 
elected member comes along. 
lt goes against the grain to tip a salute 
to a fellow like that, I overhead a constcble 
say to a man one day, as a member passed 
him who was not in the last Parliament. A 
citizen and policeman dots not see why he is 
not just as good as the citizen carpenter and 
miner. If equality be the order of the day, 


let it go all around and drop the old tash- 


ioned forms of deference and respect. 

No doubt it will come to thatin due sea- 
son. England is not half way through with 
the democratic changes, im which modern 
legislation has involved it, but we are ,mak- 
ing progress and the underpinning almost 2f 
the entire fabric is being gradually knocked 
away. 

7 House Has Been Crowded. 

The House has been crowded on these 
swearing-in days. New members do not feel 
quite tight in the saddle until they have gone 
through the formal process of taking the oath 
with the seat. They rush over each other to 
reach the table where the clerks are stationed 
and fight to get hold of the testament under 
the eye of the Speaker. They have hada 
good deal of trouble to get here and they do 
not mean to stand any nonsense. 

I look around for the familiar faces, but no 
small number öf them have gone. Among 
the Gladstonians one misses the future 
proprietor of the Daily Telegraph, young

Presently the Speaker saw him and his 
stern tones and dignified demeanor at last 
Cowed the impudent upstart, for, let it not be 
supposed, he is a fair specimen of the labor 
members. Far from it. They are as a rule as 
careful in the observance of the forms of the 
House and ordinary civilities of life as any 
Lord of high degree. And why should they 
not be?

Prince Bismarek Enthusiaétically Received | 


) on H Arrival at Berlin. 7 

Beri, Aug. 6.— Prince Bismarck ‘arrived 
at the Stettin Railway Station in this city at 
12:30 o’clock this aftern An iminense 
crowd, which had gathered! to greet the ex- 
Chancellor on his arrival, enthusiastically wel- 
comed him, singing patriotiq songs and cheer- 
ing long and loud. The Price was presented 
with a number of bouque When he was 
given a chance to make himself heard he ad- 
dressed the crowd briefly, saying that he had 
returned from his journey to Vienna’ more 
satisfied than he was on his departure. He 
said he had found in the non Prussian parte 
of Germany a large reserve of loyalty to the 
Empire. Referring to the marriage of Count 
Herbert Bismarck and Countess Margarethe 
Hoyos, the Prince said he brought back 
with him a new and d member of his 
family circle. His journeys, he declared, had 
ended in a manner extremely pleasureable to 
himself. At the conclusion of his remarks 
repeated cheers were given by the crowd for 
the Prince and his family. At 1:15 Prince 
Bismarck, accompanied by the Princess, re- 
sumed his journey.

The German Public Not Allowed to Sée 
Prince Bismarck. 


(Copyright, 1892, bu the New York Associated Press.) 


Bexin, Aug. 6.—Prince Bismarck’s studied 
avoidance of any open reference to the gov- 
ernment policy in the brief speech which he 
delivered upon his arrival today at the rai 
road station in this city has been a source of 
great relief to the official mind, which had 
been filled with forebodings that the Prince 
would renew his attacks. 15 

Since the notable speech which the ex- 
Chancellor recently delivered at Jena, he has 
been made to feel the official resentment in 
various petty ways. The different railway 
stations in Prussia, when the Prince was ex- 
pected to pass, have been virtually closed to 
the public. At Halle, where he had to alight 
to change trains, the railway officials refused 
to admit any one to the platform, and asked 
the Prince to at once leave the car and stay in 
the waiting room until the train was ready to 


proceed. 

Similar isolation had been attempted here, 
but the officials did not dare face the public 
wrath over further acts of insolence towards 
the ex-Chancellor. The demonstrations in his 
honor by the people have become warmer, 
owing to the public indignation over his bad 
treatment. 

It has transpired that the government tried 
to influence the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar 
to order the municipal authorities of Jena and 
the chiefs of the university to refuse the Prince 
a public reception on the occasion of his visit 
to that place. Prof. Haeckel, however, per- 
sonally saw tne Grand Duke, obtained his as-

The negotiations for a commercial entente 
with the Russian Government open with the 
balance of advantages on the side of Germany. 
The St. Petersburg Government has not only 
taken the iniative in the matter, but shows un- 
usual anxiety to have the arrangement com- 
pleted. 


Entente Between Germany and Russia. 

State Secretary Rothenburg presided today 
at a conference of experts from the different 
State departments called to discuss the Rus- 
sian proposals. These were embodied in a 
memorandum presented by Count Schouva- 
loff, the Russian Minister at Berlin, to Baron 
Marschail von Bieberstein, the Imperial Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs. The proposals inti- 
mated that the Russian Government was 
ready to modify the customs laws in favor of 
the German iron, steel, and textile industries, 
in return for the withdrawal of the German 
differential duties on grain. Count Schouv- 
aloff asked for a definite statement as to what 
extent Germany would require a reduction of 
the Russian tariffs. The conference of the 
experts has not yet been finished. They are 
drafting a report which is likely to form the 
basis of the proposed entente. This new 
treaty will bea boon to both empires and to 
the whole of Europe, as strengthening the 
chances of the maintenance of peace. 

The reports which have been current of late 
to the effect that the German Government 
would favor new Russian loans after the con- 
clusion of the treaty between the two coun 
tries is semi-officially denied. : | 

The new ironclad Woerth, named after the 
village Woerth-sur-Sauer in Alsace, noted as 
the point where the first decisive encounter 
took place between the French and German 
armies Aug. 6, 1870, and where the Germans 
won their first victory, was launched today at 
Kiel. The Emperor’s sister, the Princess of 
Schaumburg-Lippe, performed the usual 
christening ceremony. The Empress Fred- 
erick wired the following message: Present 
in spirit, I participate in the ceremony com- 


memorating an anniversary which year by 


year brings me such proud, yet such sad mem- 
ories.”’ 

The Emperor has invited the King of Sax- 
ony, the Regent öf Bavaria, the Grand Duke 
of Baden, and Austrian Archdukes William 
and Albert to witness the autumn army 
maneuvers, 

Success Against the United States. 

The announcement that a treaty of com- 
merce had been concluded between Germany 
and the United States of Colombia has been 
the subject of congratulations by the com- 
mercial press, a German success i the 
fiscal policy of the United States. The United 
States of Colombia sends to this country 
tobacco, nuts, coffee, and sugar, in exchange 
for ali kinds of German manufactures. The 
total annual value is not great, but the treaty 
is hailed with favor as a hit at the United 
States Pan-American principle. 

When the new treaty between Germany and 
Spain comes up in the Reichstag it will be 
adversely criticised in view of the Spanish- 
American arrangements already killing Ger- 
man trade in the Antilles.

Dr. Chauncey M. Depew arrived by the 


Teutonic Wednesday and put up at the Berke- 
ley Hotel, his intention being to see no one 
and have a good rest. He has neither break- 
fasted, lunched, nor dined at his hotel since 
his arrival, and has his choice of about ten 
engagements for every meal for some days to 
come. 

Dr. Depew sent today with Minister Lin- 
coln on atour of inspection with the heads 
and departments of the London and South- 
western railway, and did not get 
home until midnight. He told a 
Trrpune reporter that it had been 
his intention to leave for Hamburg Monday, 
but that Peel, the Speaker of the House of 
Commons, had sent him a ticket for the debate 
upon the no-confidence vote, and he thought 
he would wait a few days, afterward going to 
Hamburg and returning to London in time to 
leave for home Sept. 1.

Universal Bimetallism May Come. 
The best American opinion is that the 
monetary conference will result in universal 
bimetallism. He admits that the States are 
unable to act alone, but the general adoption 
will solve the difficulty. He attaches little 
importance to the gold exports, which will 
balance themselves later, as the balance of 
trade always favors the States. A grain cor- 
ner is now impossible. What the markets 
lost a year ago, when the price was above Eu- 
ropean parity, has been regained through the 
bumper series of 1891. 

The present prosperity of the country has 
practically killed the Farmers’ Alliance. There 
is no prospect of relaxation of protective 
duties. The country is thoroughly satisfied 
and the tariff is working well. Native indus- 
tries are developing, and there is no plethora 
of labor. He predicts the re-election of Har- 
rison. The country likes his government and 
wants more of it. It was a mistake passing 
the tariff act just before the selection of the 
House of Representatives. It brought the 
calamity-howler to the front, who predicted 
universal disaster. The result was an unpre- 
cedented Democratic majority. The Demo- 
crats, like the man who drew an elephant in a 
lottery prize, did not know what to do with 
it. They might have passed all the party 
measures, free coinage, repeal of the tariff,and 
jumping on the Republican majority. But 
whether through incapacity or cowardice they 
did nothing. 

Had the Democrats made free coinage a 
plank in their platform their financial position 
and election prospects would have been more 
precarious. There was no immediate fear of 
free coinage, as both candidates for the Presi- 
dency were against it.

4 . 4 Combined Action Suggested 
by a Local Secretary — Movements 
Among the Nationals—Associations Dis- 
tinguisn Between Proilts and Unearned 
Premium—An Issue of Interest Capital 
Stock for Investing Members—Some of 
the Benefits Secured by Borrowers. 
The idea of having a central exchange is 
becoming popular among building and loan 
associations in the leayue of Hamilton Coun- 
ty, O. The Committee on By-Lawe-will have 
provisions for it incorporated in the code. 
The objection raised as to its legality does not 


seem tobe well founded. It is a common 


practice for associations to borrow money 
from banks atthe prevailing interest rates. 
It would certainly be a more satisfactory 
arrangement if one society in need of 
funds could borrow from a kindred 
orgahization which has a plethora of money. 
By such an interchange of buemess courtesies 
the interest would all go intothe earnings 
account of the various societies instead of 
being absorbed by banks. If the building as- 
saciation laws allow associations to purchase 
stocks of other. corporations they should allow 
them at least to borrow money from each 


other. 

A plan was advanced by a prominent local 
building and loan Secretary some time 
ago which is a modification of 
the central exchange idea. It was for a com- 
bination of certain groups of associations hav- 
ing certain kindred interests. Four or five 
locals could bé grouped together and so af- 
tord to pay the rent of a first class ground 
floor banking office. Each society would 
maintain its organization and have its own 
secretary. In the matter of caring for the ac- 
counts and transacting the actual business of 
the organization the combination would be 
felt. ne man would act for the ——— 
secretaries and give his entire time 
to the business of securing members to all the 
associations and of making loans. He would 
be entirely impartial in the matter of booking 
steck subscriptions, and would act as a clear- 

-house for the surplus funds of all. 

ere are abouttwenty-five national asso- 
ciations represented in Chicago. A perma- 
nent organization was formed last week with 
the following officers: E. W. Zander, Presi- 
dent; E. A, Summers, Secretary; and 
M. W. Brady, Treasurer. The Ex- 
ecutive committee consists of W. L. Marston, 
W. J. Wyman, and W. R. Chamberlain. The 
object of the club is the discussion of buildi 
and loan interests viewed from a nationa 
standpoint. Au Eastern journal in speaking 
of Nationals says:

The 
twenty-ninth quarterly statement has only re- 
cently been issued by the Secretary, Simpson 
Ar It shows that durmg the existence 
of the society $58,473 has been paid out 
on withdrawals and that the amount 
of cash on hand is $10,466.

AN AUSTRALIAN TALES OF LABOR. 


He Thinks a Clash with Capital the World 
Over Almost Inevitable. 

A. R. Fetheridge of Sydney, Australia, ie at 
the Grand Pacific on his way to England. He 
has traveled through the Australian colonies 
for the last twe years. 

Looking at the condition of things in En- 
gland, im Australia, and in this country, there 
is one thing which has lately forced itself upon 
me more than all others, he said, and that 
one thing is this: Labor is assuming a power 
whieh it never wielded before. Capital. be- 
ginning to recognize the fact, is seeking a 
means of protecting itself, and so there is 
bound to be a clash. While I was reading of 
the Pittsburg riots the people of New South 
Wales and of Queensland were watching 
a strike in their midst and were 
fearing that it might have a sim- 
ilar result. In Queensland in particular 
the labor element is most rebellious. One of 
the causes is that the sugar plantation owners 
are bringing in South Sea Islanders to go to 
work on the plantations on the ground that 
the white men cannot engage in it without 
suceumbing to the terrible heat. These South 
Sea Islanders are paid a wage of $90 a year 
under a three years’ contract. The Austraiian 
colonies are for the most part in a miserable 
condition, The railway companies do not 
pay the interest on the money borrowed from 
England for their construction. Dissatisfac- 
tion is rapidly spreading, and I believe that 
the only solution will be found in a system of 
federation such as some of the statesmen of 
the mother country are contemplating.”’’

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| DEATH OF COL. BUNDY. 


THE SPIRITUALIST AND £DITOR 
BREATHES HIS LAST. 


His Final Hours Passed at His Home in 


This City—As Publisher of the Religio- | 


Philosophical Journal” His Fame Was 


| Widespread—An Uncompromising En- 


emy of All Fraudulent “Mediums” and 
Materialization Charlatans—Tricks of 
‘the Dark Cabinet Exposed. 

Col. John C. Bundy, editor and publisher of 
the Religio-Philosophical Journal, and one of 
the most prominent and conservative spirit- 
ualists of the times, died at his residence, No. 
582 La Salle avenue, at 1:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. He had been ill for seven weeks, 
suffering from an abscess of the liver. The 
immediate cause of his death was paralysis of 
the lungs. He leaves a wife and a daughter, 
Miss Gertrude Bundy. 

Col. Bundy’s aged parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Asahel Bundy, reside at Englewood. His 
youngest sister, Mrs. Frances Bundy Phillips, 
is the retiring President of the Illinois 
Woman's State Board of the World's Fair. 
Two other sisters live in this State and two 
brothers in Kansas City. , 

Col. Bundy was a member of the Press 


club, and a memorial meeting will be held by 


the club in its rooms at 1:30 p. m. today. 

The funeral will be held at No. 582 La Salle 
avenue Monday. F. B. Underwood, associate 
editor of the Religio-Philosophical Journal, 
will make a brief address, followed by a 
prayer. Only the immediate frie nds and rel- 


atives are expected to attend. 

John C. Bundy was born at St. Charles, 
III., Feb. 16, 1841. He received his education 
at the common school in his native town, and 
at Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass. He en- 
listed in the army in 1861, and served with 
distinction in the Department of the Missouri. 
Gow Yates made him Second Lieuten- 
ant of an IIlinois cavalry company. 
Later he was promoted to a Lieutenant- 
Colonelship in an Arkansus regiment, where 
he was one of the youngest field officers in the 
service. 

In 1862 Col. Bundy married Miss Mary E. 
Jones of St. Charles. 

After the war his inclinations led him to 
form a connection with the Religio-Philosoph- 
ical Journal when it was owned and edited by 
S. S. Jones, On Mr. Jones’ death Col. Bundy 
assumed control of the paper and retained it 
up to the present time. journal is an ex- 
ponent of the phenomena, philosophy, 
ethics of spiritualism.

Col. Bundy heartily approved the exposure, 
and voiced his opinions in a subsequent inter- 
view. He said that if to the public he had 
seemed to devote more time to the exposition 
of frauds than to the constructive part of 
spiritualism, it was because he deemed it nec- 

to clear away ail deception and educate 
the pane preparatory to an advance. 

r fifteen years he made a critical study 
of the claims of mediums throughout the 
Couey. Pers never denouncing one as a fraud 
until he the evidence to prove it. As a 
result he eames the animosity of traffickers 
and their confederates and du More than 
$200,000 has been spent by charlatans 
in organized efforts to break Col. Bundy 
down. Several years ago he exposed the 
frauds of the Bangs sisters. His method in 
the exposure is characteristic of the man. He 
first pleaded with the women to desist from 


their frauds, and when they would not he 


pressed the investigations to a close, 

In the fall of 1890 Col. Bundy by the aid of 

photography exposed the fraui of the 
notorious Mrs. Cobb in Buffalo, N. I. 
The woman and her husband” made 
a confession before a magistrate. 
Col. Bundy was greatly feared by Mme. 
Blavatsky, who was in constant alarm lest he 
should discover ry ublish the secrets of her 
society. He said that hanging was not too 
severe forsuch im rs. He characterized 
dark-room and cabinet séances us unhealthy 
morally and physically, tending towards 
ancestor worship and fetichism. 

- Wiews on Spiritualism. 

Spiritualism to Col. Bundy was a matter of 
scientific interest purely. e held that there 
was no hiatus at the grave. Life was con- 
tinuous. He regarded spiritualism as a most 
important accessory in the promulgation of 
religion and ethics, — deplored that it should 
be brought into disrepute by imposters. He 
expressed himself as in accord heartily with 
the objects of the English Society of Psychical 
Research. 

Col. Bundy was continually working for a 
reform. In the winter of 1891 he introduced 
a bill into the Legislature making it a misde- 
meanor, punishable with fine or imprison- 
ment, or buth, for any one detected imper- 
sonating a materialized spirit. The bill 

assed Senate, was recom mended for pas- 
sage by the J udiciary committee of the 
House, but was not reported back to the 
House till a few days before the close of tne 
session when it was too late to it. Col. 
Bundy was cunfident that a bill of the kind 
would be passed ultimately. 

One of the enterprises in which he was in- 
terested was that of a psychical congress, as 
one of a series under. the — 
of the World's Fair auxiliary 
connection with the World's Pair.

In his private tife Col, Bundy was a man of 
genial temper and drew to himself a large cir- 
cle of friends at home and abroad. He wasa 
cordial lover of all that is good and true, and 
as strong in his Opposition to shams of any 
kind. He was a public-spirited man and al- 
ways interested in the glory of Chi How- 
ever philosophical he might have n his 
theories never deterred him from .

A better idea of the meaning of these totals may 
be had when comparison is made with some other 
lines of business. For instance, the total cash in- 
come of the fire insurance companies was equal 
— a per cont of the entire earnings from pas- 

er. freight, and other sources of all the rail- 
sof the United States. The net earnings of 

all the railroads in this country were $350,000,000 
The cash income of the insurance companies was 
$163,000,000, or 46 per cent of the railroad net re- 
ceipts. There was more money paid by the fire 
insurance companies of this country to policy- 
holders for losses than was paid by the railroad 
companies as dividends on the $4,800,000,000 of 
their capital stock. The insurance — 
aid $89,375,000 for losses. The railroads paid

Insurance men regard the new building 
law which ‘has recently been put in force in Bos- 
ton witha great deal of favor, and believe that 
Chicago could with much advantage adopt some 
of the measures which Boston has incorporated in 
its new law. This Boston law is far in advance of 
— other building measures adopted by a munici- 

— in this country. A is of the law is as 

ollows: 

No building hereafter erected except spires for 
churches can exceed in height 125 feet. 

No buildi except wharf sheds and grain ele- 
vators hereafter to be put up or enlarged within 
the build limits of Boston can have a height 
of seventy feet or an area greater than 10,000 
square foot, unless constructed wholly of incom- 
bustible material. 

No building of more than forty-five feet in 
height can hereafter. be erected to be used above 
the t floor for mercantile manufactur- 
ing, or storage purposes which is not 
wholly constructed of incombustible mate- 
rials or with tight floors of splined or tongued 
grooved planks, which must at least be two 
inches thick. 

All weight-bearing metal, either columns or 
beams, must be protected by brick, terra cotta, 
or other incombustible material. 

Openings or doorways in partition walls cannot 
exceed two for each floor, and oyna be protected 
by double tin-clad fire doors hung to iron frames. 

No steam boiler or furnace can be set above the 
— floor except upon iron beams or brick 
arches. 

In every new building all external parts above 
the height of forty-five feet must be of brick, 
mene) metal, or some other incombustible mate- 
rial. 

All receptacles for ashes, waste, and other sub- 
stances liable by spontaneous combustion or 
otherwise to cause a must be made of incom- 
bustible material. 

No wood covering can be used against or around 
any chimney, but the plastering must be directly 
on masonry or on metal lathing. 

All hotels built hereafter for the accommoda- 
tion of transient guests and containing more than 
fifty rooms above the first floor must be built en- 
tirely of incombustible mater 

Every steam boiler in a building used for busi- 


house 
must be enclosed in a fire-proof room shut off by 
fire doors from the rest of the building. 

The basement of all buildings to be used as 
lodging houses, tenement houses, or dwelling 
houses, of five stories or more in height, must have 
their basement and first floor built entirely of in- 
combustible material, and no closet can be con- 
structed under the first story stairway. 

All party and beari walls in brick, stone, or 
iron buildings must bricked, and must be 
3 directly upon the masonry or metal 

athing, and these walls must be carried at least 
one foot above the roof. 

All shafts built for elevators, dummy waiters, 
and the like must be constructed of incombustible 
material, and if they do not pass the upper floor 
their tops must be covéred with it. These shafts, 
when built for elevators, must be of brick and at 
least eight inches thick, or of metal covered on 
both sides with at least one inch of plaster, or 
with some other equally substantial non-inflam- 
— Be non-conducting material; metal doors 
must 

This law applies only to such buildings as may 
be put up in the future or to those now in exist- 


ness purposes or as a tenement or lod 


ence which may be remodeled in the future, and 


it provides the following penalty for violations: 

y person who builds or alters any wall, build- 
ing, or any structure or part thereofin violation 
of this law, or who after twenty-four hours’ notice 
from the Inspector of Buildings maintains 
any such wall, building, structure, or part 
thereof so built or altered shall be pun- 
ished. by a fine not exceeding $1,000. and 
any court may, on application of said 
— issue an injunction to restrain the use 
or occu on of any building or structure in the 
City of wm nh erected, altered, maintained, or 
used in violation of this law.

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| The Major Draws a Large Salary That He 


Doesn’t Begin to Earn and His Asssist- 
ants for the Mest Part Are Overpaid— 
His Bureau of Publicity and Promotion 
Has Outgrown . Its Usefulness—Ex posi- 
tion Managers Likely to Cut Its Ex- 

penses or Abolish It Entirely. 
Now that a $2,500,000 appropriation instead 
of the 000 sought renders an era of 
y nt forld’s Fair headquarters ueces- 


sary the ‘eof those interested in the 


j suecess of the Exposition is being turned to 


inquiries where money can be saved with the 
least detriment to the enterprise. The salary 
lists of some of the departments, where it has 
been sajd for some time money was being 
wasted, are naturally the first to receive con- 
sideration, and with a strange unanimity one 
and all of the inquirers turn to the Bureau of 
Publicity and Promotion. 

This is Maj. Handy's department, and since 
he took charge of it the Major has got about 
everything he asked. He got a salary of 
$7,500 for himself, twice as much as is received 
by the treasurer of the corporation whose 
work and responsibilities are said to be 
inuch greater, and liberal compensation 
for all his subordinates. He got an assistant, 
also at a good salary, a reporting force large 
enough to.do thé work of any but the largest 
of news rs, and messengers, typewrite 
and mailing deckt until his pay-roll assum 
proportions which would stagger the projectors 
of many prosperous journals. But the Major, 
it is reported, said he represented the HF ow od 
of the press and if he did not get w 
wanted something awful would happen. 

So it is that for the month of June the 
. s of Publicity and Promotion 
employed twenty-tive men and the pay-roll 
amounted to $2,441, practically an average of 
$100 for each man and boy. This force con. 
sisted first of the Major himself and his assist- 
ant. Next of nine writers, who do 
work somewhat similar to that of 
newspaper reporters, although the average 
reporter would be glad to go to work at 9 
o’clock in the morning and get through at 5 
Be with an hour for lunch, a half holiday 

turday, and no Sunday work. After these 
come three typewriters, two messengers, and 
nine mailing clerks. The typewriters are 
wonien, messengers and mailing 
clerks boys. 

The Major’s Biggest Salary. 

In die way of monthly salaries, the Major 
himself draws $625, his assistants, $250; the 
writers from $140 to 8100; and the other em- 
ployés divide up what is left. 

Accoraing to this showing Maj. Handy has 
got the best job he ever struck in his life. He 
is a newspaper man by profession and, if he 
ever drew $75 a week from any newspaper for 
which he worked, part of it must have been 
given him oa account of other than journal- 
istic qualities, for no newspaper man 
ean be found who will say he earned it. Mr. 
Dorr, his assistant, before coming here heid a 
minor — on a Philadelphia newspaper, 
where his salary was not so large but that he 
was glad to add to it by doing out-of-town 
correspondence. He also struck a good thing 
when. he engaged with the World's Fair. 
Some of the writers referred to are also draw- 
ing more money now than they ever did in 
their old employments, and there are nine of 
them doing the work that three, or at the 
most four, could easily accomplish. The 
mailing clerk — messengers, and typewriters 
are not ove d, but there are twice as many 
of them as are necessary. 

But while it is easy for all men to see how the 
expenses of the Departinent of Publicity and 
Promotion could be cut down two-thirds and 
just as good results accomplished, there are 
many men—men who are well acquainted 
with the progress of the World’s Fair and have 
its best interests at heart—who say that tne 
best way to reach the end desired would be to 
abolish it altogether. It has outlived its use- 
fulness, they say; what good results „it was 
ever possible for it to promote have been ac- 
re and now re is no further use 

or it. 

The bureau has a loud-sounding, ear- filling 
name, but, in fact; it is nothing but the adver- 
tising department of the Fair. Its funce- 
tions are the same as that branch 
of a tent-medicine house where the 
testimontals ares written and the 
“before and after pictures made. Its orig- 
inal purpose was to inform the worid at large 
and incidentally the people of the United 
States that the Columbian Exposition was to 
be held in Chieago and ask them to come and 
bring their wives and children. That result 
has been pretty fairly accomplished, and it is 
safe to say that the great majority ot the peo-

Sixty 6,000 candle power electric search- 
lights will illumine the grand procession of the 
centuries as they float along their course at 
nignt at Jackson Park.

He was urgent in his appeal to his country- 
men to demonstrate their appreciation of the 
benefits of this free government. To show 
to the people of the United States that this 
friendly feeling was reciprocal added zest 
and enthusiasm to the idea of the celebration. 
Like their brethren from Spain, the Italian 
colony determined on a street pageant and 
monument. The latter was to be presented 
to the City of New York as evidence of the 
friendly spirit of Italians who had found 
home, fortune, and luxury in the free republic 
of the West.

Committees Confer, 


While the plans were upder consideration 
the Spanish residents were informed of them 
and sent a committee from the Circulo-Colon- 
Cervantes to confer with a committee from 
the Italian residents, They were cordially re- 
ceived, and the proposition from the Spanish 
societies that both nationalities should cbd- 
operate in the celebration was accepted. Joint 
committees were appointed and the plans 
of each body were so altered as to 
admit of a united and harmonious demonstra- 
tion reflect honor on the country of the 
birth of the discoverer of America ana on the 
nation which fitted out the expedition and 
sent it on its dangerous tnission with blessings 
and good wishes. Thus the two nations with 
which the life of Columbus was so intimately 
associated determinéd that the anniversary 
should not pass without pr per recognition.

Identifying themselves with Ameri- 
can institutions soon after arriving here; obe- 
dient to our laws, assimilating every Ameri- 
can idea, they form one of the best classes of 
our adopted citizens. Witha love for America 
second only ta that of devotion to the countr 
of their birth, they are always anxious to ai 
in promoting its prosperity and preserving its 
integrity. Thetwo great German organiza- 
tior.s in the City of New York are the Arion 
and Liederkrang Societies. When public cel- 
ebrations are pro they are the first to 
volunteer, and when others are suggested, but 
which lag for want of energetic initiation,

Growth of the Plan. 


Thus it was in the proposed Quadri-Centea- 
nial Columbus celebration. Committees from 
the two organizations were discussing plans 
for a great musical festival. It was proposed 
to offer prizes for original compositions in 
verse and music commemorating the discov- 
ery which should be sung in grand chorus 
where thousands of voices should be heard. 
The plans were well under way for this mon- 
ster musical festival when uegotiations were 
opened by the combined Spanish and Italian 
organizations for a united celebration which 
would ＋ ample 1 for each to be 
properly represen while detracting nothing 
from the credit of any of the nations or or- 
ganizations represented. 

The proposition met with favor and com- 
mittees were appointed from each society to 
arrange a hatmonious program. After many 
meetings had been held the committees real- 
ized that the undertaking was one which 
would entail an enormous expense and a tre- 
mendous amount of work.’ idea which 
originated with a small cirele of Spanish- 
Americans grew and developed until three 
great nations, represent hundreds of thou- 
sands of residents of New York, were enlisted. 

But where was America allthis time? Thus 
fag nbd representative body of the city or 
State of New York orof the United States, 
the greatest beneficiaries of the discovery, had 
moved in the matter of celebration. 

Delegate C. G. F. Wahle Jr., Commissioner 
of Accounts of the City of New York, who rep- 
resents the Liederkranz in the movement, 
suggested that it would be well to obtain offi- 
cial sanction and recognition. The suggestion 
was adopted anda committee appointed, of 
which Mr. Wahle was elected Chairman, to 
wait on Mayor Grant, explain what steps 
had already been taken and request 
that the City of New York move 
officially in the question of celebration. 
The Mayor was pleased with the plan, 
and directed Delegate Wahle to draw a bill 
for submission to Legislature autaorizing 
a celebration and permitting the City of New 
York to assume the expenses of a fitting dem- 
onstration. 


Raising the Money. 


The bill was drawn by Velegate Wahle au- 
thorizing the City of New York to issue bonds 
of $100,000, empowering the Mayor to appoint 
a committee of one hundred citizens and 
agreeing to acelebration covering five days 
on plans which should be approved 
by the Committee of One Hun- 
dred, which Mayor Grant should 
be the Chairman, The bill was introduced in 
the Assemby by Assemblyman Sulzer of New 
York and passed, In the Senate Gen. Martin 
T. McMahon, re nting the Eighth Sena- 
torial District of. the City of New York, had 
charge of the bill. For some inexplicable 
reasons, and against the protests of the mem- 
bers from New York, the country representa- 


tives forbade the city to expend itsown money 


for its own purposes. The appropriation was 
cut down to $50,000, but in other features the 
measure was adopted by the Legislature sub- 
stantially as drawn by the committee and ap- 
proved by the Mayor. Gov. Flower signed 
the bill and immediately the work of prepara- 
tion began. 

Mayor Grant called a meeting of represent- 
ative citizens, explained its object, and it was 
unanimously approved. In a few days he an- 
noun the Committee of One Hundred, and 
for once Tammany did not take the cream.

NAVAL AND MILITARY DISPLAY. 


Great Water Spectacle and Military Pageant 
for the Celebration. . 


Nuw Yor, Aug. 6.—[Special.]—There will 


be a naval parade in the harbor the morning 


of Oct. 11, which will be an impressive spec- 
tacle. This naval parade must not be con- 
founded with the great demonstration in 
honor of Columbus, in which all the maritime. 
nations of the earth will be represented. That 
will not take place until April 2, 1893, and 
will be under the direction of the National 
Commission, 

But this ‘will not detract from the success 
of the spectacle arranged under the direction 
of the local committee of 100, Secretary of 
the Navy Tracy has promised beacty codépera- 
tion and it is expected that all of the United 
States warships on the North Atlantic 
station, together with whatever vessels in 
commission may be at the time at the 
Brooklyn, Norfolk, League Island, and Boston 
Navy Yards, will be ordered to. participate in 
the demonstration. 

So far as is known at present Italy will be 
the only foreign nation officially represented. 
The transport Gargiliano will be in the har- 
bor at that time, es will also her convoy, the 
cruiser Bansan. The transport will bring over 
the statue of Columbus to resented to the 
City of New York by the Italian societies 
here, and will be received with special honors.

It is expected that many of 
the coasting vessels, magnificent sound 
steamers, the boats which ply between New 
York and near-by points, and probably some 
of the ferryboate and Hudson River steam- 
boats will join in the parade.

CUT DOWN THE WORLD'S FAIR CLERICAL 
PAY-ROLLS. 

The latest published report of the Auditor 
of the World’s Fair in regard to employés and 
their salaries, which already has appeared in 
Tux Tersunz, shows a condition of things re- 
quiring reform. It discloses that during the 
month of June there were 1,518 employés in 


struction departments, involving an expendi- 
ture of $124,601 a month for their salaries. 
There are, for instance, 25 men helping the 
Treasurer at a cost of $2,188, and 15 helping 
the Auditor at a cost of $1,239. The lawyer of 
the Fair has five other lawyers to help him. 
There are seven men sitting round’ to help on 
the ceremonies.“ Seven doctors are prac- 
ticing or waiting a chance to practice. The 
janitor of the World’s Fair rooms has eleven 
assistants. Ten men are wondering what they 
shall do for ethnology, and ten more are eat- 
ing up over $2,000 a month in running foreign 
affairs. No less than 14 men are looking after 
Latin America when a third of them would be 
plenty; and “publicity and promotion” 
takes 25, of whom 20 don’t earn 
their salt. The Department of Construc- 
tion, also, is overrun and overmanned. 
There are 318 men to look after landscape 
gardening, 189 after police protection, 100 
after modeling, 165 after temporary build- 
ings, and so on. The list shows a large 
amount of money wasted in the salaries of 
these employés, many of whom are only doing 
heavy sitting round waiting for something to 
turn up. 

The situation calls for the immediate use of 
the pruning knife and the way to act is to 
apply the knife vigorously and cut this list in 
two. Since the government has given only 
half what was expected, outside of subscrip- 
tions, the resources of the Fair are diminished 
to that extent and a prudent regard for busi- 
ness principles requires .corresponding re- 
trénchment. If it is not done the increase of 
patronage will go on until everything is con- 
sumed by the tax-eaters. June shows a large 
increase in salaries over May and July will 
probably show an increase over June, and 
80 it will go.

The National Democratic 1 adopted 
at Chicago. says:

But, 
on the contrary, he repudiates the doctrine 
laid down in the State and National plat- 
forms.

If others do not like them they need not ac- 
cept them. But as the Gubernatorial candi- 
date of a party which has declared itself op- 
posed to goid monometallism and the pro- 
scription of silver, and in favor of the use of 
both metals for currency purposes, he ought 
to sacrifice his private sentunents and 
nelfishness to the wishes of his party when he 
seeks its suffrage. There are many thousand 
free coinage Democrats in Illinois—men who 
prefer silver to gold. There are others who 
believe in the use of both metals, as at pres- 
ent. There area few gold monometallists, 
Mr, Altgeld evidently being one of them. 

Is it likely that the free silver or the bimetallist 
men will grow enthusiastic over their Guber- 
natorial candidate when they learn that he has 
repudiated both State and National Demo- 
vratic platforms on the money question and 
tells his tenants that legal tender silver is not 
good enough for him, even for the next twelve 
months, and that nothing but gold coin goes 
with him?

BALE THE MANURE. 

It is reported that Kirk & Co, of this city 
have for some months past practiced the bal- 
ing of their stable manure on the plan recom- 
mended by Taz Trrsune. Using only a hand- 
press, the price of which is $40, it costs them 
but two cents per bale of about 275 pounds, 
and their savingin freight in getting the manure 


for labor in handling, The railroad car can 
be loaded with 60,000 pounds of the baled 
material, which is three times as much as 
can be piled upon it of loose manure, 
for which the companies .charge $6 carriage 
to any point within twenty miles of the city. 
The machine occupies but six feet square, and 
two men can operate it. Larger machines, 
to be run by steam power, for baling manure 
on a larger scale, are procurable for about 
$400 each. 

Mayor Washburne would do well to act on 
the idea at once, now that the example has 
been sét. He should order the putting up of 
a press at some suitable point, perhaps in the 
Nineteenth Ward, that being a section of the 
city in which it would be particularly and 
prominently useful, as its citizens keep im- 
mense numbers of team horses. It should be 
placed near a railroad freight station or track 
if possible, so that the manure when com- 
pressed could be conveniently loaded on cars 
and taken into the country without needless 


' expenditure of labor in removing it to a dis- 


tant depot. Then, when the Aldermen re- 
turned from their summer vacation they would 


constitute for them a valuable object lesson by 
which they would profit so far as to speedily 
provide for all the horse manure made in the 
city being disposed of in that way. 
The number of horses in this city consider- 
ably exceeds 100,000, not ineluding those at 
the Stock-Yards, Atthe rate ascertained in 
Brooklyn a horse produces about four tons of 
manure per year, this being in part composed 
of straw that has been used for bedding, and 
the total product of manure exceeds 400,000 
tons, At 20 tons per acre that quantity of 
material would manure into fertility 20,000 
acres of farm and garden land each year. 
The process would double the productivity of 
those 20,000 acres for several years, and each 
year a larger area would be similarly treated: 
and within a decade the whole of the arable 
lands in Cook and Du Page Counties might be 
raised to the acme of fertility, with an im- 
mense increase in their value for the cultiva- 
tion of vegetables and other garden truck such 
as is used in vast quantities in a big city. The 
whole era surrounding Chicago for a distance 
of at least twenty-five miles would yield 
luxuriantly. Poor lands would be made to 
blossom like the rose and become equally at- 
‘tractive with the far-famed Valley of Damas.

There was a school election in one of the 
districts of the Town of Flatbush, N. Y., the 
other day, at which the women voted.

WHAT CONGRESS HAS DONE, 
CA UNDO. 

One of the provisions of the Durborow 
bill is: 

That before the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
pay to the World's Columbian Exposition any 
part of the said five million silver coins 
the said World's Columbian Exposition shall 
furnish a satisfactory guarantee to the Secretary 
of the Treasury that any further sum actually 
necessary to compiete the work of said Exposi- 
tion to the opening thereof has been or will be 
provided by the World’s Columbian Exposition. 


The Democratic framers of this clause were 
not satisfied with cutting down at the present 
moment by one-half the sum asked for by the 
World’s Fair directors, but intended to pre- 
vent their asking at the next session for the re- 
mainder.of the amount which the Senate and 
House both previously voted that they ought 
to have, but which the Democratic filibusters 
kept them from getting. 

It was the intention of the Democrats who 
drafted this hostile proviso not merely to 
cripple the Fair, but to put the directors and 
Com missioners in the attitude of having been 
lying to, Congress. The managers of 
the Exposition, both local and na- 
tional, stated to Congress that be- 
tween seven and eight millions of dollars 
were needed to complete the work of the Fair 
on the scale laid down by the National Com- 
mission; that if the general government 
would put in fivé millions the local manage- 
ment would raise the remaining two or three 
at home.

THE CURSE OF EUROPE. 

Archbishop Ireland is reported to have said 
recently that Cahenslyism in America is 
dead. This is good news, if true. Doubtless 
the speaker believed it to be true, but there 
are many who do not take an equally satis- 
factory view of the matter. Yet a more pesti- 
lent doctrine was never preached in the 
United States than Cahenlyism. The ob- 
ject of the movement is to keep separate and 
distinct the diverse races and languages repre- 
sented by emigrants to the United States 
from the various countries of Euroge. It is 
to divide them off into little communities 
after they come here, to prevent those immi- 
grants from becoming Americanized) and 
learning and speaking the language of the 
country. It is, in effect, to plant foreign 
colonies on American soil and  nut- 
ture and perpetuate them. Perhaps 
all who advocate it are not com- 
mitted to the ultra aim of one of their 
number, but it cannot be doubted that many 
sympathize with him in his views. He wrote 
that the Germans, Italians, French Cana- 
dians, and Slavs in the United States will 
eventually drift into separate States and per- 
haps absurb the Anglo-American remnant.” 
Among those of them who do not anticipate 
this consummation there is a strong selfish 
motive for urging exclusiveness, The editors 
of religious papers printed in foreign languages 
do not want their readers to learn the Ameri- 
can language lest it should entail a loss of 
subscribers. And the foreiga priests are op- 
posed to the Americanizing process because 
they fear they would lose prestige and influ- 
ence with their sheep, who would grow away 
from the pastor unless he took the otherwise 
unnecessary trouble of keeping pace with 
their development and learning the language 
of the country himself. 

The curse of Europe has been, and is, the 
number of different languages that are spoken 
by its inhabitants. Nothing divides and 
alienates people so much as difference of 
tongue. Nothing is more conducive to the 
bringing of the. people of various races to- 
gether than to have them speak, write, and 
think in language the same, so that they can 
compare views and opinions without the aid of 
an interpreter. In the absence of ability to 
converse together people living within a few 
miles of each other are densely ignorant of 
the feelings, motives, and sentiments of 
neighbors, and regard as natural enemies 
those who might be the best of friends if 
there was a mutual understanding which a 
common lahguage would introduce. Any 
one who has dipped but sparingly into the 
pages of history knows that numerous wars 
have occurred between peoples of a common 
origin, such as the French, Italians, and Span- 
iards, who might have been friends had they 
spoken a common language. Slight dif- 
ferences between the language of the Nor- 
wegians and Swedes have caused friction 
between them, Little Denmark stays off by 
itself because of minor speech differences 
with its peninsular neighbors. Holland would 
have united with Germany long ago but for 
the difference in language, though it is not 
great. One great difficulty in the way of 
effecting a consolidation of the Kingdom of 
Austria-Hungary is that of blending the Ger- 
man, Polish, Bohemian, Hungarian, and other 
elements which persist in the use of different 
languages, ana therefore find it almost im- 
possible to think together for the common 
good. Belgium is a little country, but 
bothered by the simultaneous use of the 
French, Flemish, and Walloon forms of 
speech. England and France have hated 
each other intensely for centuries and fought 
bloody wars, though only a narrow channel 
divides them, just because the peoples of the 
two couniries could not talk together in the 
same tongue. Each of them was a savage 
and enemy in the, eyes of the other. And 
coming nearer home the French ana British 
Canadians, though living side by side under 
the same government for 150 years, have 
never been good neighbors or friends, mainly 
because they spoke, wrote, and thought in 
separate languages. 

Wide religious differences such as that 
called Catholicism and Protestantism have 
considerable todo with alienating peoples, 
but this cause would have far less effect if 
they could commune together and compare 
views in the same language. 

And so, mainly by reason of differences of 
language, which have perpetuated race dis- 
tinctions that otherwise would have been of 
little or no consequence, Europe is cut up 
into many pieces of territory, each with its 
cordon of custom houses for the collection of 
revenues and its standing force for expending 
them. With different coinage and money, 
railway systems and usages they are separated 
and drained by taxation, and kept in a per- 
petual state of jealousy and readiness to cut 
each other’s throate—mostly by reason of the 
preservation of these distinctions of race and 
language, without which the various elements 
would long ere this have fused and run to- 
gether into a homogeneous, harmonious peo- 
ple as naturally as raindrops will coalesce to 
form a lake of pure water. 

The Cahenslyites want to reproduce these 


direful conditions in the United States, They 


would establish race and language centers 
here, around which should cluster the Gatholic 
emigrants from the different countries of 
Europe and build up communities as distinct 
from each other and from the native people of 
this country as those the dividing lines be- 
tween which constitute the great curse of the 
European continent. Nay, worse than in the 
old world, they would have several different 
sets of communities for each aationality, each 
separated frum the rest, They would form 
the Germans in the West into one community, 
the Irish into another, and the Poles into an- 
other, the Italians into another, the Bohemians 
into another, the Huns into another, the 
Canadian and other French into another— 
each and all strivmg. to establish 
and perpetuate separate language from 
that one of this country. Each of 
these nationalities is proposed to have 
the peculiarities belonging to the foreign ele- 
ments composing it; to have nothing in com- 
mon with other citizens of the United States 
except residence and the owing of spiritual 
fealty to the Italian head of their church. In 


all other respects the isolation 1s to be as com- 


plete as that of the Jews who sat and wept by 
the waters of Babylon, having nothing in com- 


mon with the other residents along the banks | 


of the Euphrates.

An investment purchase of down-town prop- 
erty at a price popularly considered high has 
again been the feature of the week’s market. 

Last week it was the sale of a Wabash ave- 
nue holding to a local business-man. During 


are about the only transactions which relieve 
the general dullness and inactivity felt in all 
realty lines. Acres are in disfavor, except for 
trading purposes. The demand for lots and 
subdivision property must indeed be good to 
make any impression on the unlimited sup- 
ply. Builders m popular residence districts 
are making some purchases, but even they 
have fallen into the habit of dealing directly 
with owners. In fact, the dealer in general 
lines of property ‘who depends on his com- 
8 must have a hard road to 
ve 


are different. The demand is far in advance 
of the available supply. In thisclass of prop- 
erty the buyer is the man who is 
on the anxious bench, instead of the 
seller, as in ordinary real-estate trans- 
actions. If the owner would meet the 
prospective purchaser half way these sales of 
down-town holdings would be of more fre- 
quent occurrence. None of the recent sales of 
importance have been made at anything less 
than full valuation. From the very nature of 
things down-town property must go into 
strong hands in case transfers are made. A 
class of property: which ‘is in such sharp de- 
mand as to sell at a trifle more than its actual 
intrinsic present value is not attractive to 
speculators. The probabilities of making a 
quick turn are lessened and the prospects for 
an immediate income of generous proportions 
are not flattering. The purchaser must either 
be a capitalist who is willing to realize a bond 
rate of income for some years to come or a 
business-man who has special facilities for 
using the property to advantage. In either 
case he must have implicit faith in the future 
of Chicago and Chicago property. 

The sale of the McNally property to C. 
Jevne is an illustration of a transfer toa 
buyer having special facilities for use of the 
property. The building at present does not 
pay above 5 per cent gross on the purchase 
price. In a few years the revenue can be, of 
course, increased, as the term leases now in 
force were made at exceedingly low rates. In 
addition to this the purchaser expects to es- 
tablish his business in the Wabash avenue 
building, and so will save an item of about 
$16,000 a year rent which he pays for his Mad- 
ison street stores. Besides the pecuniary ad- 
vantages to be directly derived, the advertis- 
ing to be secured by the ownership of the 
property will be considerable. 

In the case of the transfer of the Equitable 
Building, it is supposed to go into the hands 
of capitalists who are willing to realze a low 
income rate, believing in the ultimate ad- 
vance of the property, Such sales practically 
take the property sold out of the market. The 
majority of the sales of importance made in 
the down-town district for the last two years 
are transactions which actually take a certain 
amount of property out of the market. Pur- 
chases such as those recently made by Mar- 
shall Field, by various estates for investment, 
and by corporations of asemi-public nature, 
such as the Title and Trust company, for act- 
ual use, all place acertain amount of prop- 
erty where it is practical — for sale at any 
price. Other purchases 2 been made by 
estates and local capitalists ‘in view of future 
building operations. Prominent corners have 
been supplemented — the idea of secu 
sufficient ground space for improvement o 
sk y-scrapers. 

A review of recent business . — 
will indicate the regard with whic 
investments are viewed by capitalists. lates 
amounts of Boston capital, which is 1 
hially conservative in its movements, have 
been placed in choice corners and down-town 
frontages. The history of Eastern investments 
has been eminently satisfactory from a Chi- 

cago standpoint as a as from the investors’ 
men a of view. It true that the purchases 
made by Eastern 44 have actually locked 
up a certain amount of choice down-town 
fron * taken it entirely out of the mar- 
ket. n made by these out- 
side — wever, have been, if anything, 
in advance of the demand and have had a 
direct effect in developing the city. The valu- 
able frontages which are bemg held unim- 
proved to the detriment of surrounding prop- 
erty will be found to be the property of locai 
capitalists rather than of non- t own- 
ers.

In it he confessed that he was not op 
under some conditions, to the admission o 
Texas asa State. It was an amazing letter for 
Clay to write, and it taught. Thuriow Weed 
one lesson which he emphasized afterward on 
eve 2 „ that was that it is the 
height of folly for a Presidential candidate to 
write letters unless they are non-committal, 
and it is ruin to write them with a view to 
draw strength from the opposition. Clay had 
dashed the letter off thoughtlessly, thinking 
only of the political enemy and not of his 
political friends. It brought him not a single 
recruit from the enemy, and it cost him so 
many of his Whig supporters that he lost the 
Presidency. 

The Letter Taylor Wrote. 

That lesson, Mr. Weed said, served him well 
in the next campaign. If ever one man nom- 
inated another for the Presidency Weed nom- 
He brought Taylor 
out as a candidate in his paper, the Albany 
Journal, at a time when almost all the Whig 
politicians believed that the nom ination would 

to either Gen. Scott or possibly to Henry 
Clay, and he the wires tu 1 
Whig party over to his way of thinking. Hav- 
ing nominated Taylor, Weed turned to Millard 
Fillmore, who had unexpectedly received the 
Vice-Presidential nomination, and he said to 
him: Fillmore, if there is to be any letter- 
wri in this campai you and I have got 
to do it. There must no more ‘Alabama 
letters,’ any way.“ ae 

Therefore Weed and Fillmore, William H. 
Seward ‘aiding, got together and prepared a 
correspondence, They first fixed up a letter 
which some inquiring friend was to send to 
Gen. Taylor, and having prepared the inquiry 
it was not difficult to write the answer. The 
reply was a marvel of political composition ; 
it said allthings and said nothing. It was 
worded te stop all other correspondence and 
yet to give not a hook-handle which cou d be 
used to injure Taylor. Taylor read it through, 
deciared that those were his sentiments, signed 
it, and it went forth to the country and brought 
old Rough and Ready votes. 

Buchanan’s Luck. 

It was the luck of inconspicuousness, in Mr. 
Weed’s opinion, which brought the nomina- 
tion to James Buchanan in 1856. Buchanan 
had been a candidate twelve years before and 
John W. Forney, Daniel S. Dickinson, and 
other Democratic eo were of the opin- 
ion that he might have been nomunated then 
instead of Poik had he not shown timidity 
and insisted upon withdrawing. He was avail- 
able because he was a popular Pennsylvanian, 
and to get rid of him as a candidate, and for 
no other reason. in the opinion of contem- 

rary politicians, Frank Pierce sent him as 

inister to In so doing he did the 
very thing which made Buchanan a possible 
candidate. Out of the country he was out of 
the hotbed, and animosities were not centered 
upon him, and men did not unite in pulling 
him down. Therefore, when the rival candi- 
dates who had been prominent were not able 
to secure sufficient following the party turned 
to Buchanan because he had no enemies, hav- 
ing been away long enough to cause old ani- 
mosities to be forgotten. 

Seward’s Ill-Luck. 

Mr. Weed always said that Seward would 
have been President instead of Lincoln but 
for his almost incidental association with the 
American question, as it was called. While 
Seward was Governor, and afterward while in 
the Senate, he had been rather conspicuous in 
his opposition to the American movement, 
the shadows of which even now harass some 

liticians.

1884, seemed to indicate that in his case, wore 
than in that of any other man who was ever 
near to the cy, perverse chance was a 
greater force than . populari 
and prominent qualifications for that hig 
office. The tale of Blaine’s failures will be, 
in Depew’s opinion, one of the most pathctie 
of our political history.

AMONG POLYNESIANS. 


ROBERT LOUISS FEVENSON WRITES 
BRAVELY OF SAMOA. 


He Tells Some Truths That Are Not Likely 


to Please the Natives—They Are 39 


Easy, Merry, and Pleasure-Loving Peo- 
ple, but Neither Capable nor Beautiful 

The King Must Fight to Maintain His 
Position—Beggars Are Insolent and 
Proprietors Weak. 


New Yorx, Aug. 4.—[Special Correspond- 


ence.]— Robert Louis Stevenson is a brave 
man. Away off in Samoa with few beside 
netives of that foreign isie to call upon in the 
hour of danger, he has virtually made his 
friends his enemies by writ.ng a book that is 
pretty sure to antagonize them. It is called 
“A Footnote to History.“ and will. be pub- 
lished by Charles Scribner’s Sons Monday. 
An affair which “ might be deemed worthy of 
a note of a few tines in any general history, 
bas been here expanded to the size of a vol- 
ume.” In other hands it might have been 
less worthy, for I am free to admit that 
it is Mr. Stevenson’s treatment that makes the 
subject interesting. That he has done a bold 
thing in writing tnis book he apparently ap- 
preciates, for he says in his preface: And if 
my plain speaking shall cost me any of the 
friends that I still count Ishall be sorry, but I 
need not be ashamed.” He is right. No one 
need ever be ashamed of courage. 

1 do not propose to give much of my own 
writing in this letter. Mr. Stevenson is too 
delightful a writer to be “boiled down” by 
my pen. For example take this opening up 
of the book in the first chapter, which is given 
over to the native Elements of Discord.” 

The story I have to tell is still going on as 1 
write; the characters are alive and active; it is 
a piece of contemporary history in the most 
exact sense. And yet, for all its actuality and 
the part played in it by mails and telegraphs 
and iron warships, the ideas and the manners 
of the native actors date back before the Roman 
Empire. They are Christians, church-goers, sing- 
ers of hymns at family worship, hardy cricket- 
ere; their books are printed in London by Spot- 
tiswoode, Trfibner, or the Tract Society; but in 
most.other points they are the contemporaries of 
our tattooed ancestors who drove their chariots 
on the wrong side of the Roman wall. We have 
passed the feudal system; they are not yet clear 
of the patriarchal. We are in the thick age of 
finance; they are in a period of communism. 
And this makes them hard to understand. 

To us, with our feudal ideas, Samoa has the 

t appearance of a land of despotism. An 
aborate courtliness marks the race alone among 
Polynesians; terms of ceremony fly as thick as 
oaths on board a ship; commoners my-lord each 
other when tney meet—and urchins as they play 
marbles. And for the real noble a whole private 
dialect is set apart. The common names for an 
ax, for blood, for bamboo, a bamboo knife, a pig, 
food, entrails, aud an oven are taboo in his pres- 
ence, as the common names for a bug and for 
many offices and members of the body are tabvo 
in the drawing-rooms of the English ladies. 

As to the King of this strange country Mr. 

Stevenson says: 
The Title Is an Empty One. 

But the King, once elected and nominated, 
what does he me? It may be said he re- 
mains precisely as he was, Election to one of the 
five names is significant; it brings not only dig- 
nity but power, and the holder is secure, from 
that moment. of a certain following in war. But 
I cannot find that the f irther step of election to 
the kingship implies anything worth mention. 
The successful candidate is now the Tupu o 
Samoa. Much good may it do him! He can so 
sign -himself on proclamations, which it does not 
follow that any one will heed. He can summon 
portinments it does not follow they will assem- 

le. If he be too flagrantly disobeyed, he can go 
to war. 

Of the civil life of the inhabitants he says: 

They are easy, merry, and pleasure-loving; the 
gayest, though far from either the most capable 
or the most beautiful of Polynesians. Fine dress 
is a passion, and makes a Samoan festival a thing 
of beauty. Song is almost ceaseless. The boat- 
man sings at the oar, the family at evening wor- 
ship, the girls at night in the guest house. some- 
times the workman at his toil. No occasion is 
too small for the poets and musicians: a 
death, a visit, the day’s news, the day’s 
pleasantry, will be set to rhyme and har- 
mony. ven the bhalf-grown ir the 
occasion arising, fashion words and train cho- 
ruses of children for ite celebration. Song, as 
with all Pacific Islanders, goes hand in hand with 
the dance, and beth snade into the drama. Some 
of the performances are indecent and ugly, some 
only dull; others are pretty, funny, and attrac- 
tive. Games are popular. Cricket matches, 
where a hundred played upon a side, endured at 
times for weeks, and ate up the country like the 
. — of an army. Fishing, the daily bath, 

irtation; courtship, which is gone upon b 
proxy; conversation, which is largely political, 
and the delights of pablic oratory, fill in the long

Some of the habite of the natives are pe- 
culiar: 

This insolence of beggars and the weakness ef 
pro rietors can only be illustrated by examples. 

e have a girl in our service to whom we had 
given some that she might wait at 
table, and (at her own uest) some warm cloth- 
ing against the cold —— of the bush. She 
went on a visit to her family and returned in an 
old tablecloth, her whole wardrobe having been 
divided out among relatives in the course of 
twenty-four hours. A pastor in the Province of 

tua. be a handy, busy man, bought a 
boat for $100, $50 of which he paid down. 
Presently after, relatives came to him upon 
a visit and took a fancy to his new 
possession. “We have long mn wanting a 
boat,“ said they. Give us this one.“ So, 
the visit was done, they departed in the boat. 
The pastor. meanwhile, traveled into Savali the 
best way he could, sold a parcel of land, and 
begged mats among his other relatives to pay the 
remainder of the price of the boat which was no 
longer his. You mightthink this was enough; 
but some months later the harpies, having broken 
a thwart, brought back the boat to be repaired 
and repainted by the original owner.” 

Apia Mr. Stevenson describes as the seat 
of the political sickness of Samoa. There 
the handful of whites have everything; the 
native walks in a foreign town.“ The major- 
ity of the natives of Apia do very little. 


Gosgip the Common Resource. 

The majority of the whites are merchants with 
some four mails in the month, shopkeepers with 
some ten or twenty customers a day, and gossip is 
the common resource of all. The town hums to 
the day’s news, and the bars are crowded with 
amateur politicians. Some are officeseekers, and 
earwig King and Consul, and compass the fall of 
officials, with an eye to ry. Some are 
were not then ripe for having the whole of the 
assessment for street paving raised By special 
assessments. The result was t one- 
fifth of the cost of every pavement 
came out of the general taxation 
and made it impossible to raise money 
for properly cleaning the streets. The 
people's ideas have grown, and now streets 
can be paved entirely, or nearly so, by 
the abutting property. This allows a much 
larger levy for street cleanmg purposes. I do 
not believe that properly cleaning a city and 
rendering it fit for people to live in in com- 
fort and to ward off sickness and disease can 
be called awaste or extravagance. People 
who live in a city crowded together by hun- 
dreds of thousands have to pay for the luxury 
of so living and ought not ex to have the 
enjoyments, the comforts, and other benefits 
given them by a city and then have the immu- 
nities from taxation which they could have 
were they living in the country or a vil- 
lage. Chicago now is rapidity becoming 
a paved city and its streets should be kept 80 
that locomotion will be safe and comfortabie 
over them. And they should be kept as clean 
as pogsible, so that every gust of wind should 
not fill our living rooms and our lunge sith 
seeds of disease, and our alleys, which are 
contiguous to our living rooms, should be 
kept in such a condition that they wili not be 
hotbeds breeding death-bearing germs.

Nine-tenths of the milk dealers in this city 
do not know the country producer at all, 
so far at least as paying for the product is 
concerned. They go to the offices of the 
association, Nos. 58, 59, and 60, Mercantile 
Building, La Salle street, and file a bond pro- 
portionate to the amount of product they en- 
gage. The association then instructs some 
one or more of its members to send the dealer 
so many cans of milk aay, The dealer set- 
tles with the association. Should more than 
the order be wanted on any one day 
the dealer purchases it Ae 


Therefore the main business of the associa- 
tion is the keeping of a staff of officers whose 
1 duty is to keep under good and suf-

Each 
ticket is good for the transportation of one 
eight-gallon can, and this must be af- 
fixed to the can dy the dairyman 
before it is received into the car. The ship- 
per usually purch these tickets in quanti- 
ties ranging from 100.40 500, according to the 
size of his dairy, so” the railroad dften 
has its milk freight several weeks in ad- 
vance of shipment. 

The Chicago, Burli m and Quincy road 
brings in between 900 eight-gallon 
cans of Chicago’s milk. Nearly all of ‘this is 
picked up between Aurora and here. Three 
baggage-cars are used for the work, and the 
milk is unloaded at Sixteenth and Canal 
streets. The remainder, about fifty cars, is 
brought in from Mendota. The Burlington 
gets this milk into Chicago at 9:25 every 
morning. 

The Pittsburg and Fort Wayne delivers 
about 500 cans each morning, which it gathers 
along its line, all within the territory previ- 
ously mentioned. 

Nearly a score of other roads pick up and 
bring to Chicago small numbers of cans, han- 
dling them on about the same conditions as 
those roads having the bulk of this business. 

The process of cooling the milk takes about 
an hour. As the milk-shed usually adjoins 
the ‘Dump-house, wherein the cooling vat is 
built, it is an easy matter to soak the can 
as soon as it is filled. The cans 
are securely placed in the vat, 
and the water pum in until it reaches just 
above the neck of the vessel, Then the lids 
are removed and the milk is thoroughly 
stirred so as to allow the heat at the bottom 
of the can to come to the surface and pass off. 
When the requisite 60 degrees has been se- 
cured the cans ere loaded into the wagon, cov- 
ered with canvas or burlap to ward off the 
rays of the morning sun, and the horses are 
started at a lively gait for the station.

4% Talk about the discovery of petroleum in 
1859 in Venango County! Why, it was in 1846 
that Mr. Kier began to think of using it as it 
came out of his well up at Tarentum, in Alle- 
ghany County. He knewit had some com- 
mermal value, and he was untirmg in trying 
to have its usefulness generally recognized. 
And then you know, perhaps, he was the pio- 
neer in refining oil. His experiments along 
that line right here in Pittsburg were most 
valuable to the great oil industry that was to 
come. He was the first person in the United 
States ta refine petroleum and so clarify it 
that it made a steady; clear, and clean illumi- 
nant. Had he taken out patents on the ap- 

aratus he then designed for refining oil his 
— today would be among the richest per- 
sons in the world. Think of what a royalty 
on all the oil today refined in the world would

William Blades, an English writer in a book 
entitled Enemies of Books, written some 
ten years ago, says of the destructive powers 
of the bookworm: 

A most destructive enemy of books has 
been. the bookworm. I say ‘has been’ be- 
cause, fortunately, his ravages in all civilized 
countries have been gréatly restricted during 
the last fifty years. This is due partly to the 
increased reverence for antiquity which has 
been universally developed—more still to the 
feeling of cupidity, which has caused all own- 
ers to take care of volumes which year by 
year have become more valuable—and to 
some considerable extent to the falling off in 
the production of edible books.” 

Through the dark ages the monks, who were 
the chief makers as well as custodians of 
books, had no fear of the bookworm, for, 
singular though it may be, he loves not parch- 
ment, and at that time there was. no paper. 
There is no record as to whether at a still 
earlier period the bookworm attacked the 
papyrus or paper of the Egyptians. It is 
probable that he did, as papyrus was a purely 
vegetable substance. And if he did, as Mr. 
Blades suggests, the worms of today, includ- 
ing those now feeding on the copy of the 
Seneca, are the lineal descendants of 
ravenous ancestors who plagued the sa- 
cred priests of On in the time 
of Joseph's Pharaoh by destroying 
their title deeds and their books of science. 
All writers on this subject agree that before 
the invention of typography rare and precious 
manuscripts were well preserved. But with 
the invention of the printing press paper 
books were multiplied, libraries increased.

I verily believe some great result would 
have been the outcome of this experiment had 
it been finished. It had reached a depth of 
400 feet, and we all noticed that it had a 
marked effect upon the Donnelly well. The 

‘salt water in the Donnelly well was from 6° to 
7° in strength, but it weakened to 3° if the 
water in the shaft was allowed to stand any 
length of time. It showed there was some 
crevice or connection between the two. 

The digging of the shaft was finally aban- 
doned in the darkest period of the war from 
the necessities of the time. A New York man 
named Ferris and William McKeown of Pitts- 
burg bought the préperty, shaft and all.

ITALIANS IN 80UTH AMERICA. 


e— 
As Colonists It Is Said They Haven’t Any 
‘Rivals in Brazil. 

Bugrnos Arbus. July 10.—The 2d of June is 
a saint’s day with the Italians of the New 
World as well as of the Old. The saint whom 
it commemorates has mot yet been canonized 
by the church, and, in view of the able ad- 
monitions add by Leo XIII. to the 
French anti-Republican Bishop, it may be 
safe to assume that he never will be canon- 
ized. But it is not too much to say that at 
the present time no Italian saint in the calen- 
dar is invoked with such faith and favor by 
the masses of his countrymen on the banks 
of the La Plata and the Parana, of the 
Tiber and the Po, as San Giuseppe 
Garibaldi. Doubtless I might say as 
much of the Italians who dwell on the 
banks of the Hudson and the Mississippi. But, 
though the Italian immigration into the 
United States has begun of late years to exert 
a distinct and appreciable influence upon the 
industries, upon the commerce, and perhaps 
upon the politics also, of the great republic, 
the true Italy of the New World is to be found 
not in the northern, but in the southern half 
of the American continent. There are histor- 
ical, climatic, social, and religious reasons for 
this. The very nameof America, of course, 
is Italian, and the bold navigators who first 
carried the flag of England as well as the flag 
of Spain across the Atlantic were Italians. If 
the Chicago Exhibition is really meant to cele- 
brate the discovery of the Western Hemi- 
sphere Italy is entitled to the first place at 
that Gargantuan banguet of the nations. 

But when men spoke of America and the 
Americans in the middie of the last century 
they meant Mexico and Guatemala, Peru and 
Brazil, the Viceroyalties and Captaincies- 
General over which Catholic Spain and 
Catholic Portugal held sway, from the shores 
of the Mexican Gulf to the Pacific, and from 
California to Patagonia. This was the 
America“ of the Catholic races and of the 
Mediterranean States. Naturally, therefore, 


came to an end in the New World during the 
first quarter of the current century, and with 
that domination the exclusive commercial 
system which had closed the ports of 
“America.” against all flags and subjects of 
other powers, the attention of the Catholic 
and Mediterranean States was drawn away 
from the English “‘America.’’ 

For one Italian who went to seek fortune or 
a new homein the United States during the 
three decades which followed the restoration 
of peace in Europe in 1815, at least 100 went 
to Brazil and to the regions now known as 
Uruguay, andthe Argentines. A great ma- 
jority of these Italians went to the New World 
from the seacoast the mountains of Ligu- 
ria, from Genoa, from Piedmont, and from 
Lombardo-Venetia. ‘To say this isto say that 
they were emigrants certain to succeed and to 
plant their race in the country of their choice; 
industrious, thrifty, intelligent, energetic, 
content with small gains if those gains were 
constant and continuous. Their descendants 
are to be found today throughout the great 
Brazilian province, now become a State, and 
not unlikely to become a “ nation,” of Rio 
Grande de Sul, and throughout the adjacent 


Entre Rios, 
Tide of Emigration, 

The revolution of 1848 in Europe was fol- 
lowed by a widespread movement of emigra- 
tion to the New World. The great “tide of 
emigrants’ to the United States about which 
we hear so much (and yet.so little ta the pur- 
pose) really began at that time. If you take 
the number of immigrants from Italy in the 
United States in 1890 as given by that remark- 
able culinary artist, Mr. Porter, you will find 
that eight years of the immigration assigned 
to 1890 would have sufficed to bring into the 
United States all the Italians recorded by the 
census as coming into them during the sev- 
enty years from 1821 to 1890. r to 
Mr. Porter’s census, and speaking roughly, 
the Italian element in the United States 
amounts to about two-thirds of 1 per cent of 
the population. According to the best sta- 
tistics accessible in Buenos Ayres the Italians 
contributed in 1890 more than 12 per cent of 
the total population of the Argentine Re- 
publie, and nearly or quite 25 per cent of the 
population of unmixed European origin. In 
the business quarters of Buenos Ayres Italian 
names are as common as Jewish names on the 
signs of the shops and warehouses in lower 
Broadway, New York. 

As a colonizing race Italy has no rivals in 
this region. The Portuguese are disliked not 
on J Pregl ry Sg here of Uruguay 
an ios, but in the Brazilian prov- 
ince of Rio Grande do Sul, where they have 
long been outnumbered by the Spanish-Amer- 
icans and are probabiy outnumbered now by 
the Italians. The French and the Spaniards 
of old Spam, taken together, do not equal, 
either in numbers or in social strength, the 
Italians of the Argentine. As for the English, 
who have made more than one effort to es- 
tablish themselves iii these regions since the 
fantastic expedition of the children of Madoc, 
touched upon by Darwin in his story of the 
voyage of the Beagle, they have failed here. 

Influence of the United States. 

As for the influence of the United States in 
this quarter of the American Continent, it is 
less considerable than ‘the influence of Italy 
in the United States. Not one person in 500 
in Uruguay or the Argentine knows or cares 
any mote about the great Par-American idea 
than about the great Pan-Slavic idea. So far 
as any or diplomatic action of the 
United States on these regions is concerned, 
Buenos Ayres and Montevideo are no 
nearer to Washington now than Bangkok 
or Manila. In the days before the war,“ 
when our laménted Uncle Sam Ward“ 
went away Secretary of legation with 
the immortal Bowlin and revealed the mys- 
teries of the French cuisine and of American 
iced drinks to the omnipotent Urquiza, the 
friendship or the hostility of the great North- 
ern republic meant something to the guachos 
and their rulers. In those days the most in- 
yoy one Argentines impo American ideas 
of cation and “culture” from New En- 
gland and New York as well as American 
chairs and tables, boots and and ma- 
echimery.

Very like the sand-garden charity, except 
that it has more a religious flavor, being under 
the patronage of the Episcopal City Mission, is 
the Children's Playroom Mission.“ of which 
half a dozen rooms are now in active opera- 
tion in the poorer parts of the city. Here as- 
semble children of ail ages up to a dozen 
years, the sisters and brothers that can walk 
bringing the babies that cannot. There are 
more tongues spoken than at the Tower of 
Babel, and there is a noticeable number of 
Jewish and of Italian. childrén. Once in the 
week, although not L 7 a fixed day, so that 
the coming of the t is always a surprise, 
these waifs are treated to candy; and candy 
day is to them a feast great and glorious. 
They are made happy and kept in wholesome 
surroundings while their mothers are earning 
their livings; and the decrease of adult crime 
and of childish mortality is lessened by every 
day that the sand-gardens and missions of this 
sort are in operation. 

Then there are the great public parks, with 
the playstead,”’ an enormous public play- 
ground, with a fine play-house big enough to 
accommodate hundreds of children in case af 
a storm, and there are the gymnasiums on 
Charlesbank, which in some respects are most 
notable of all. The existence within a min- 
ute’s walk ot the heart of the North End of a 

ark anda playground especially designed 
or the poorer classes is in itselfa great factor 
in the improving of the moral and physical 
health of the city. The free gymnasium for 
men and boys was found to be so great a 
success that it occurred to some of the clear- 
headed among the workers here that there 
should be put alongside of it a free gym- 
nasium for women and children. What that 

ymnasium has done it would take an entire 
etter to tell. 1 mention it now 
only in connection with the work which 
is done for the poor. older chil- 
dren go into the yard of the gymnasium 
and climb ropes, or swing, or dangle on rings, 
or mount ladders, or do any of those things 
which children doin gymnasiums generally.

The Boston Museum of Fine Arts has al- 
ways been noted for its superior facilities for the 
study of Japanese art. This has been due to the 
generous loans of Boston collectors, to the skill 
of Prof. Fenollosa, and to the purchases made 
from time to time by the trustees. Just how rich 
the museum is—the fact being that no museum in 
the world approaches it—is now being revealed 
by the exhibition of paintings and drawings of 
Hokusai, the famous vapanese painter of the end 
of the last and first half of the present century. 
Together with these are examples of the art of his 
instructors and pupils, the whole completely fill- 
ing the Japanese corridor running the length of 
the building. Some idea of the extent of the ma- 
terial owned by the museum may be formed when 
it is known that Prof. Fenollosa has arranged to 
give from twenty to thirty exhibitions on the 
scale of the present, representing the develop- 
ment of the national art. The Hokusai exhibit 
will remain until October, when it will be fol- 
lowed by a collection representing the modern 
Tokio school. Prof. Fenoliosa prefers to begin 
with modern works and work backward, for the 
obvious reason that the public can approximate 
to an understanding of the modern art and from 
that may come to appreciate the earlier.

It is ingenious but far-fetched. For 
example, the rosette is derived from the dried 
ovary stigma of the bulb, the Greek spiral scroll 
from a series of lotuses having one spiral volute 
instead of two, and the egg and dart molding 
from a series of lotuses with tips touching, the 
space between being the egg.“ 


In 1857 Puvis de Chavannes was traveling 
in Spain. One day when on the coast, not far from 
Bidassoa, he saw a priest on the summit of the 
rocks, seated in a meditative mood, his head be- 
tween his bands. He made a sketch of this scene, 
and upon his return to Paris developedit into a 
small picture about twenty-seven inches square. 
During the Franco-Prussian war the picture was 
stolen by Puvis de Chavannes’ concierge, who had 
it in his keeping, and who sold it, with a lot of 
other works, to a dealer or private person, proba- 
bly for a mere song. The artist believes that the 
picture is somewhere in America. 


There wers discovered in Lisbon some time 
ago in the offices of the Department of Colonies 
some old pieces of tapestry representing a pro- 
cession of Marcus Aurelius, his coronation, one of 
his battles, and the last portraits of the Emperor 
and his wife Faustine. The subjects are rendered 
interesting by allegories. The colors and draw- 
ing of features of the personages are said to be 
beautiful, There is neither signature nor date 
on them, but they are judged to be of Portuguese 
manufacture and of the time of Jean V., or be- 
tween 1706 and 1750.
